URING recent years 


committes, identified with local associations 


the work of sanitary 


of master plumbers, has been a source of 
great and beneficent influence in promoting the in- 
terests of public health through more and better sani- 
tary facilities. 

Particularly in the larger cities and towns through- 
out the country have the efforts of these committees 
borne fruit. The municipal authorities have been 
impressed with the arguments for public health con- 
serving mediums, and’ in many instances city coun- 
cils have been persuaded to take effective action 
along this line. 

In the city of Chicago, for example, the sanitary 
committee of the master plumbers’ association has 
achieved substantial results in promoting the inter- 
ests of sanitation. Many local insanitary conditions 
which have been a menace to health and comfort 
have been removed, the health authorities and the 
master plumbers co-operating with each other to a 
From time to time the health 
officials have acted upon the recommendations made 


very large extent. 


by the sanitary committee, and desirable improve- 
ments have been wrought. 


Although civic organizations and women’s clubs 





have played an effective part in bringing about the 
establishment of public comfort stations in various 
sections of the city, a great deal of credit is due the 
sanitary committee referred to. Through its efforts 
and co-operation, the needed sanitary reforms in 
public facilities of this kind have been hastened and 
pushed to a successful end. 

In the construction of public comfort stations 
the plumbing features are of great importance, the 
same being true of the heating installation. Thus 
the master plumbers or master steamfitters can enter 
into agitation for conveniences of this kind in their 
respective cities and towns, with an enthusiasm born 
of first-hand familiarity with the subject. 

Members of sanitary committees are public bene- 
factors, and in the smaller towns the field is espe 
cially fertile for aggressive work by such committees. 
Local associations that lack energetic and able men 
upon these committees are failing to make the most 
of their opportunities in swaying public opinion in 


favor of improved sanitary conditions. 


Co-operation with the local authorities is un 
doubtedly one of the best methods of procedure for 
effective work. Members of sanitary committees 
who would achieve results are often actively identi 
fied with local politics, making it their business to 
attend political meetings, mingle with voters and do 
strong missionary work for this or that candidate 
for office. In some instances, we have even heard 
of plumbers running for political office themselves, 


in order to further their sanitary ideals. 


Live sanitary committees are indispensable assets 
to every local association, and when they are 
capable of doing effective work in promoting the 
cause of sanitation, they benefit both the public and 
the trade. 

Every local association would do well to consider 
seriously the importance of appointing able and en- 
ergetic men as members of such committees. 

Sanitary committees can unearth abuses in prac- 
tically every city, large or small. The price of 
health and sanitation is eternal vigilance, and unless 
practical sanitary craftsmen exert themselves in pro- 
moting ordinances embodying better plumbing laws, 
the evils of defective installations will multiply.

The fixture should be compact, with the least amount 
of metal work above the base as possible.

LEGAL DECISIONS. 
Unfair Competition in Simulating a Device or Symbol 
Employed by Another. 

The books are as full of cases as the human mind is full 
of invention. Efforts have been made to simulate the 
business of others and steal away the trade, and courts 
have responded to the call for protection. The whole 
doctrine is based upon the theory of protection to the 
person whose rights are invaded, as well as to the rights 
of the public. It rests upon unfair methods used to de- 
prive another of rights acquired and business established. 

What is unfair competition is a mixed question of law 
and fact, and has been variously defined and applied by 
the courts. It consists, the Supreme Court of Iowa goes 
on to say, in Motor, Etc., Co., vs. Marshalltown, Etc., 
Co., et al., 149 Northwestern Reporter, 184, in the con- 
duct of a trade or business in such a manner that there 
is an expressed or implied representation that the goods 
or business of the one are the goods and business of 
another, and applies in cases where one simulates the 
particular device or symbol employed by another in such 
a way as to deceive the ordinarily prudent person, thereby 
leadine him to believe, by the marks thus simulated, 
that the goods are the goods of another, and thus prac 
ticing a fraud upon the person whose goods he simulates, 
and upon the general public dealing in those goods. 

The cround of the action of unfair competition is fraud 
and this may be shown by direct testimony, or by facts 
and circumstances or inferred from the manner in which 
the business is carried on. This doctrine is applied in
